Claims 1-106 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hendricks et al. (Hendricks) (WO 95 15649). 

Considering claim 1, Hendricks discloses system for transmitting and receiving text and displaying an indication of 
the text, wherein the text is transmitted in an electronic signal comprising: 

a) transmitter (208) ; 

b) connector (212); 

c) display (266). 

Claims 2-17 are met by Hendricks on pages 1-38 and the drawings. 

Considering claims 18, 32. 49, 63, 89 and 98, Hendricks discloses a method for distributing text material in textual 
data form using an electronic signal and transmission medium, comprising: 

a) coding (204) textual data onto an electronic signal; 

b) transmittmg (208) the electronic signal; 

c) receiving 212) and displaying (266) the electronic signal including library menus (pages 22-25); 

d) searching (pages 26-28) the textual data.
